The full confl'-mition of the fall of Vick<s- 
burg, and the surrender of Port Hudson, are 
among the mo-t prominent and important 
events to the Union cause. How disastrous 
they are to the rebels the follow itg extract 
from Jeff. Davis' speech to the Mississippi 
L-^islature, last September, will show I 

Vtcksburg and Port Hudson ar<3 the real 
points of attack. Every effort will be made 
to capture these places, with the object o! 
forcing the navigation of the Mississippi, of 
cutting off our communications with the- 
tra'js Mississippi depirMaent, and of severistg 
the Western from the Eistern portion ot tlie 
Confederacy. L-t, then, ull who have ;.t heart 
the fafety of thr; country, e;0 without deby to 
Vkksl-arg and Port Hudson ; let thtm go for 
such le?g'b 01 time as they e».a spare— for 
thirty or ^ixty, or for ni:i' ty day?. L- 1 them 
ass'st iu preserving the Mississippi river, Hat 
great artery ol the couulry, and thus conduc, 
more Una in any other way, to theperpetaa- 
tlon of the Confederacy and the success ol 
the cause. 

The surrender of Port Hudson to Gcner :l 
Banks was uu< onditlour.l, aud the prisorcrs, 
abr.nt seven thousand, with all their cllieors, 
will be seut Ncirth, wbilo the V j eksburg pris- 
oners, about thirty thousand, were pnrollod 
with Mich d : ss?.tisfactioa to many of the men 
that there is a good prospect oi a great por- 
tion deserting to join the Federal forces. 
About foriy thousand of Grant's army arc now 
pursuing Johnston, while most of Binks' 
force is left free to prelect the river, and cats 
Use the guerrillas. Navigation ii: dgiin open 
to N :w Orleans. 

Next in Imporianee ie the final defeat of 
Lee'o army in Pennsylvania and Maryland, and 
tbe escape of the rcmaant of his forces across 
the Potomac, VbCM be is hotly pursued by 
Plt'ttsanton's cavalry. 

The mcb in New 1'ork to resist the draft is 
the most remarkable that has ever occurred 
iu thi6 country. Full details have been given 
from day to day in the tele^taphic dispatches. 
The original object evened to have been lost 
sight of after the first day, and lor three d3y» 
the mob was midt up of different squads in 
tbe d : ff.rcnt parts of the e i;y, b«:;t only ou 
plunder, the wanton destruction of pre perty 
and the murder of negroes. These riotous 
gatherings were finally dispersed on Friday, 
and it is said that tbe loss from the destruc- 
tion of property is only about $400,009; less 
than cecurs frequently in New York from a 
single fire. The draft was suspended during 
the riot, but will probably be immediate!) 
renewed. Oae Audrews was early detected 
in leading on the mob, and when arrested 
with a blfu k strumpet, was found to be a Vir- 
ginian, aud, it is said, is to be tried for treason. 
Whether he was tent there by Jeff. Davis' 
government for this purpose docs not eppear. 

The brilliant movement of H jsecrans to 
North Alabama, making the Tennessee the fu- 
ture line of defense for the rebel* , dots not 
seem to have attracted sumdsnt attention. 
The Biehmoud Whig truly consider* th:s 
movement as a greU disaetcr to the Confed- 
erate cause, and says ; " The relinquishment 
of such a breadth of fertile country, just at 
this st. -won, when thtywLeat crop has just been 
harvested and the corn crop is In tassel, 
amounts to a gift to the enemy of supplies 
enough to last our wuole army a year, to say 
nothing of the outrages and desolation 
which everywhere follow Yenkie ©ccupa 
tion." In the languige of tbe New 
York World, "the capture of Chattanoo- 
ga bj General Boni crans ie a matter which has 
attracted very little attention, yet it is almost 
as important an announcement as the surren- 
der of Vicksburg The latter gave us the 
Mississippi, but Chattanooga Is the key to the 
whole internal railway system of the South. 
East Tennessee now becomes ours, as a mat- 
ter of course, and the mnnntain region which 
splits the Sonth like a wadge passes natur-lly 
into onr control. Cbattanoogi, in its way, 
means as much as Vicksburg.'' It reraiins to 
be seen whether Rosecrans will a>Jow the reb- 
els to quietly occupy the remainder of North- 
tm Alabama and George. 

The raid of John Morgan, which has been 
In progress during the past week, through In- 
diana and Ohio, is one ol the most remark- 
able events of the war, and is interesting to 
military inea as a settlement of some im- 
portant military problems. It proves that a 
few thousand cavalry can move at will over 
a country without a military organization; 
that tne raiders, with power to supply them- 
selves constantly with fresh horses, cannot be 
overtaken by a force vthhout this advantage; 
that when all tbe troops that can be raised are 
gather ;d lor the protection of the cities, the 
invaders have an caey time in the ce uatry; 
that wheu no attempt is made to capture such 
rai'.ers they will not be eaptured; that hi 
order to catch a man, it is not so well to send 
troops where he was yesterday as to seed 
them where he will hi to-m irrow; thai tea 



requires no remarkable military ( 
what Morgan has done, with no remarkable 
military geniu* developed against him. Cin- 
cinnati is safe, and, we pre3uaie, he will cow 
be allowed to take his time iu erossing the 
Ohio. 

The movements of the rebels la Western 
Kentucky indicite that I'linois is to be in- 
vaded by Gen. PUlcw, with six or eight thou- 
sand men. 

The city hai been under martial law during 
the past week, and a hrge number of men are 
being drilled daily for tbe defense of the city. 
The citiz -ns have generally come forward 
cheerfully for enrollment and drill. 

We have bad rumors of the falling ot 
Charleston, which need confirmation.

Eirly iu the day the news went out that 
J ddga Bramlette was to speak at tho court- 
house between the hours of one and two 
o'clock, followed by a hamngu; from Henry 
county. The time at lut slipped up on us— 
the bell rang— and soon the eld sturdy fann- 
ers were seen bating their way for the stand 
of the distinguished gentlennu, who was 
likely to serve as au Executive of Kentucky. 
A l anxious to hear the fi lming orator, the 
hall was soon crowded, and lUter restoring 
order, the speaker, lu a coe.-i, tranquil manner, 
rese up, ^cd rddres ued thsm as fellow-citi- 
sens. Here, I will ttitr, this was the first 
sight I e ver had of the Judge— who is indeed, 
a man cl fine oratorical powers, nnrked with 
superior military skill. Now, while I was 
drav ia? a contrast b twern him and a num- 
ber of others juxt as honorable, who had fill- 
en beneath the tide of this malicious conflict, 
tbe Judge reached the summit, which cave, 
No more men ai d no more money."

Failure— Fearful Incideats iu Border

Their account of the condition and 
prospects of the expedition is very discoarsjj- 
icg, and indicate a literal fulfillment of the 
rn>, L-eics which we based, mote than a weak 
ago. on the presumed edicts of the drouth* 
aad the ravages ot prairie Area, over the coeo- 
try on its route. 

A train of mveom , order a sfong gwartf, 
under CoL A v- rail, came with them to Fort 
Ab wcromble for supplies. Tbe intense beats 
bad rained much of the commissary i te>r*s t 
and so seriously aflected the wagon wbeela 
that many of thewa were lelt behind. Watar 
was very scarce— vegetation drtad np. Many 
of the men were sick, and general dissatisfac- 
tion prevailed. Many of the officers favored 
the aband nment e>f the • \p< .i.imo, but Gea. 
S:b!ey iosisted on coing ahead. This is aoih* 
in^ more than we expeet« d. 

Ia ordiLary seasons the aearci'v of water ia 
the broad level prairi«-a of the Red river val- 
ley, which is only iouad in the stream* which 
traverse that rtjuoa a: wide intervals, meas- 
ured sometimes by a day's journey. Is excess- 
ively exhausting to men sod animals, under 
the oppressive beats of midsummer. 

Bu. the uupree dent, d drought which has 
riigced(not rained) over the whole country, 
has not only dried up many ot the streams, 
but has shriveled ana dried up the grass, and 
in this condition tbe prairie tires, lit, doubt- 
less, by the cunning IueLao, nave swept 
«hole country ««at and north of 
bie of almost t vorjr vestige ol" ve^e'auon 

This black nn^Sisy.*-ibara, which stretches 
for a hundred mHcg^tfn the proposed route of 
the expedition, must prove, wnea it It reach- 
ed, an absolutely inBttpetabie barrier to iu 
further progress, and it will be c. mpeiled to 
turn back from the sheerTyipoeeibiliiy of pro- 
curing feed for the *nimals." ' ■•«. 

It ia possible that the accounts of the rav- 
ages ol prairie fires may be exaggerated — but 
in any event tbe drought will h«ve burnt up 
all vegetation, except along the narrow vat 
leys of the streams, and even the havoc of lira 
could add little but the chokiag ddat of its 
black ashes to tbe general desolation ot the 
country. Moreover, ihe eoaalri to wnicft tho 
expeditioa fa ssid to bo destined, in the vicin- 
ity of Devil's Luke, ia always a dry, sandy 
district— very thinly grassed in the most fa- 
vorable seasons — aud under the present cir- 
cumstances it would be almost impossible to 
reach there with such an enormous train oi 
animals— except, pocsioly, by cloaely ftilew- 
ing tbe vulie.y ot ihe Sbayenne — a necessity 
which would interfere sadly with tbe mobility 
e f the expedition — and wall i; withia a nar- 
row bolt. 

These facts are almost necessarily fa a! to 
the su-jo. ss of the expeai iou. It wiU bave ,o 
be abaudoued in its present form, for ino 
pre sett season, at least. The conclusion is a 
painful one, but we might as well look facta 
in the face. For tbe result every c.udid ::na 
must see that Gen. S.bley is uot iu the

Lampsou and his fc.^n Cbeuneey were travel- 
ing along the road, six miles north of this 
pluee, tbey discovered two iodiaraa. 

The ground where the Indians were dis- 
covered is a little prairie opening in the 
weods, iutersp-.rsed with clumps tf bashes 
and vines, and a lew scattering poplars. The 
Iudiana were picking berric? and did not dis- 
cover the McaatS L, Concealing themselves 
i.nmed atelv, Mr. L., after re tb cling a moment 
•a the best coarse to he pursued, taking aaV 
vantage ot the cover ofl'»red by a popisr sur- 
rounded with bushes and vines, crept quiet- 
ly forward until he reached lb tree. Steady- 
ing his gun against the tree and lakic? del'.ln 
erate aim, he fired. Tbe incian instantly 
threw back his hands w.th a yell and fell 
backward to the ground severely wounded. 
Not kuowing hoar many Indians there ni ght 
be, Mr. L. thought best to retreat a little to 
obtain the shelltr of some bushes. In 
this he bid to piss over a li .tie kaoll. 

The wounded Indian er^t after, to obtain a 
shot at Mr. L, who was still parthlly sb elded 
by the poplar tree and vires. Ia crossing the 
little km 1: just referred to, Mr. L. was obliged, 
to expose himself, and hotb Indians and 
Cbaancay L. fliad sinoiUneonsly. C.a hall 
instantly killed ihe wounded Indian. The 
Indian's ball whistled close by C.'s cheek, 
while a buckshot frosa the otner Indian's gun 
strack Mr. L. on the leu shoulder-blade, 
making a fl-.sk wound perhaps two inches ana 
a ball in length. The other Indian tbea 
mounted his horsa and rode mpidly away. 
Mr. L. dropped whea the shot struck him, 
and C. L , thinking bis fa ber was killed, and 
not knowing bow many Indians there might 
be around them, and t.a\ ing no more ammu- 
nition, bis father, who was at some disunse 
from him, having the ammunition, now 
thought it best to retreat and g ve the alarm. 

He reach' d Hatch n«on about 10 o'clock at
